HOPE you will excuſe the liberty I 
1 take of repreſenting to you my deſire 
of ſtating a few facts, which your Reports 
make it neceſſary ſhould be known, I had 
flattered myſelf I ſhould have been ſum- 
moned before you, and that the ſame ad- 
vantage of explanation would have been 
granted to me which has been given to Sir 
William Howe, Earl Cornwallis, and others.

I ſerved From the firſt to the Taſt of the 
late unfortunate war in America, and was 
four years (out of the eight which it laſted) 
chief in command. It would have been 
but fair therefore, I humbly preſume, to 
ſuppoſe that I not only profited by my own 
obſervations in ſo long a ſervice, but that I 
availed myſelf of the aid of all the ex- 
perience, which eftabliſhment and long re- 
ſidence had given to others whom I found 
there. The fact is that I certainly did fo; 
and being aware of the poſſibility of frauds 
in the expenditure of the public money, I 
took ſuch meaſures as appeared to me moſt 
likely to prevent them. I was conſcious, 
however, that, had I been ever fo competent 
to the examination of ſuch complicated 

diſburſements, 


. 


diſburſements, the other various and import- 
ant duties attendant on the command of a 
large army rendered ſuch application of 
my time totally impoſſible. Wherefore I 
was very early anxious that a commiſſary 
of aceounts ſhould be nominated to aſſiſt 
me therein. Major Drummond was accord 
ingly, in conſequence of my recommen« 
dation, appointed to that office in February, ? 
1779; but (through ſome miſapprehenſion 
perhaps of the ſufficiency of his powers) he 
did not act until about July, 1781, which 
was undoubtedly of ſome detriment to the 
ſervice. 


There are ſome obſervations in your 
Seventh Report, which there can be little 
doubt but the world muſt conceive to im- 
ply cenſure on the commander in chief. 
But I am perſuaded, gentlemen, that, had 
you read all the papers which I tranſmitted 
from time to time to the Treaſury, and 
particularly the following report of a board

of general officers and magiſtrates, who 
| were employed by my order in the inveſ- 
tigation of the public accounts for ſeveral 
months ; and which report was ſent by me 
to the Lords of the Treaſury ſix months 
before the date of your Seventh Report ;

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The above orders, &c. will, I believe, 
ſufficiently prove that the idea of a conſider- 
able ſaving to the public and the army, by the 
diſtribution of captured proviſions, did not 
originate with Lord Cornwallis and as moſt 
of the orders were iſſued when his lordſhip 
was acting under my immediate command, 
and in the ſame camp with me, he could not 
poſſibly be ignorant of their exiſtence and 
purport, Wheref re ſurely his lordſhip's 
appointment of commiſlaries of captures (on 
which ſo much ftreſs is laid in the examina- 
tion) can be only regarded as a revival of 
mine; for which indeed I left him orders 
whenever he took the field, and found it ne- 
ceſſary. I muſt therefore flatter myſelf, 
that you will ſce the propricty of furniſhing - 
me with an opportunity of explaining at leaſt 
this matter, on which you ſeem to have 
given an opinion—formed, you will permit 
me to ſay, on ex parte evidence.
